The object hero is to utilize the heat 
obtained by the rapid oxidation of cer 
tain mineral substances, such as pyr- 
■ ites, which have never before been 
utilized as sources of heat in smelting 
operations. The heat thus obtained i.s 
used in the place of that of ordinary 
carbonaceous fuel in the reduction of 
the furnace charge, which may bo com- 
posed partly of sulphides and partly of 
siliceous ores. The invention consists 
in forcing a current of air through the 
molten sulphides, by which means they 
are oxidized very rapidly. Groat heat 
is thus developed and serves to render 
the process of smelting a solf-su])port- 
ing operation, no extraneous fuel lieing 
required after once the furnace has 
been started. AU the carbonaceous 
fuel necessary is a little coke to start 
the furnace, and which stands in the 
same relative position to tlio ores as 
wood docs to the coal in an ordinary 
tire. Besides the necessary heat for 
smelting the ores being developed, a 
large proportion of the sulphur is ex- 
. pelled in a free state and is afterwards 
collected. In order to demonstrate 
these points on a working scale, a por- 
tion of the Bessetiier apparatus at 
Messrs. Brown's works has been ada])t- 
ed liy alteration to suit Mr. Hollway's 
purpose. The plant consists of four 
cupolas, the first one being closed at 
the top and fitted with a Besaeuiei- 
hearth, the blast being su[)plied 
through it to the cupola. The cupola 
has a fornhcarth or receptiicle for the 
slag and regulus, which tlow into it as 
they are formed. The siay runs con- 
tinuously off at the top, while the re- 
gulua settles at the bottom whence it 
is tapped off at intervals. The ore is 
fed to the cupola by means of a cup 
and cone arrangement placed near the 
top, and which prevents the escape of 
the gases. These arc led oO" into the 
second cupola, which is closed nt the 
top. Here they encounter a jet of 
water, which cools the gases and con- 
denses the crude sulphur and other 
sublimates. The uncondensed por- 
tion of the vapour then passes on 
to the third and fourth cujjolas suc- 
cessively, which are open at the toj), 
and in each of which is a shower-batli 
of water, by means of which final con- 
densation is eflected. The condensing 
water is led awny to a tank, whei-e any 
sublimates that may bo carried over 
with it are afterwar''s collected. In 
the first experiment, the cupola Xo. 
1 was first heated with a coke fire and 
the blast started. Some liio Tin to 
cupreous pyrites (containing only 1 7 of 
copper by wet assay) and a little char 
coal were then charged into the cupola, 
and when a fluid bath of the molten 
sulphide had been obtained, pvritosaud 
sandstone alono were fed in at the i-ate 
of five tons per hour. When 12 tons 
/bad thus been disposed of, the deposit 
"of sulphur in cupola No. 2 had become 
BO great that it choked the passage be- 
tween it and Is'o. ;i, and the e.\)ieri- 
ment was brouglit to a ])reniature close. 
It was, liowever, satisfactorily proved 
that the heat developed from the 
pyrites was amply sufficient for melting 
the charge, while the successful con- 
densation of the sulphur was but too 
evident. The copper and iron produc- 
ed were, moreover, concentrated into a 
regulus of exccllenl quality. The ob- 
ject of some further experiments was to 
show that a good regulus could l)o ob- 
tained without great loss of copper in 
the slag. Upon these as upon the [ire- 
vious occasions there was a large at- 
tendance of representatives of the cop- 
per trade and of A merican anrl other 
mines. As the collection of the sulphur 
had already been sati.-,factorily donion- 
strated, the smelting cupola was dis- 
connected from the condensers and was 
worked by itself. In the course of the 
experiments, however, defects develo[)- 
ed themselves in tiie a])parutus which, 
it will be borne in mind, had been ex- 
temporized out of tliai, used for anoth- 
er process altogether and had not been 
specially constructed. These defects 
led to the experiments being only par 
tially earned out, ''Ut they established 
beyond question the value of pyrites as 
a source of heat. Oa one occasion, 
when the heat of the fui-nace had been 
accident.illy lowered ly under-feeding, 
it was speedily raised to a high inter.- 
sity simply by feeding in more pyrites. 
It was indeed remarkalile to see how 
the temperature was rapidly i-aised and 
then maintained by a fuel which cun 
only be compared to stones. On an- 
alyzing the blag, it was found that it 
only contained .Oi per cent, of copper, 
thus conclusively proviiiganother point. 
Upon, the^assay, the regulus was found 
to contain within a fraction of the 
h whole of the metal known to exist in 
' the ore used. The chief e.Ypense as re- 
gards fuel is that incurred in raising 
steam for the blowing engines. Where, 
however, water-power is available, it 
can be utilized for this purpo.se and 
, steam boilers dispensed with.

Allosrod Outrage upon a Frisonor. 

Wo liavc ruceived iiifonn.aiiun of an 
alleged outrage perpotruted on a pi'isdiicr 
while working in the cluiiiigang near tiic 
school-honso on Thursday la.st. It i.s as- 
1 sertod that lio was brutally beaten with a 
•. heavy pick-handlo. Whea tho gang re- 
turned to tho Bai-racks it is said that the 
man was taken before tho Superintendent 
of PolicOj who sentenced him to he con- 
fined in a dark cell witliout food. He was 
kept tliere overnight and in tlie luorning 
was sent out to work on an eniiity stom- 
ach and witli his body black and blue 
from the beating of tho dsiy before. We 
are aware tliat many prisoners are un- 
reasonable, fractiou.s and otherwise trou- 
blesome, but tlie keepers have no autlior- 
ity to inflict cor[)oreal punishment, and 
the facts should bo iinniircd into, a.s we 
have no intention of coudeuuiing the dlh- 
cors without giving them an opportunity 
of beingihoard. Wq may add that as tlie 
utory reaolios us all the prisoners and two 
.ladies who reside opposite tho place where 
the assault was committed witnessed it.

1. That such part of tHo City bounded 
oathe North by Johnson street, on tho 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Broad street and on tho West by tho 
W'ater Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in tho Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centra of Fort, 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to .'\bove. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in tho Firo Limits shall have thoir outside 
SVnlU and party Walla made of Brick, 
Stnuo or other incombustible material and 
i3iich outside Walla shall extend four foet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Roofa shall bo cov- 
ered with such material fis will afford pro- 
tection against Fire and tho Walls ahall 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thorouglily and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Building.
